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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-1 1 , 13-15 and 19-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The art of record either alone or in combination fails to teach, disclose or suggest 
all combined steps/elements of the invention of claims 13 and 21 with their respective 
dependent claims. The combined steps/elements closely recite as follows: 

".. transmitting an audio /visual (AN) file from a sender to a recipient using a voice 
communication network and a data network, the voice communication network 
independent of the data network... comprising... establishing a voice connection on the 
voice communication network between the sender and the recipient, the recipient 
having a voice communication network address... determining a recipient data network 
address based on an association between the recipient data network address and the 
recipient's voice communication network address, the recipient data network address 
being uniquely associated with a CATV subscriber channel of the recipient. . . 
downloading the AN file and storage restriction control information related to the AN file 
from the sender to a server associated with the recipient data network address via the 
data network during the voice connection... transmitting the AN file from the server 
associated with the recipient data network address to the CATV subscriber channel of 
the recipient. . .receiving a dual-tone multi-frequency (DTMF) signal encoding navigation 
instructions at a senders computer to navigate through the AN file from the recipient via 
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the voice connection... synchronously switching between the AN file associated with the 
sender and an additional AA/ file associated with an additional sender in response to 
switching between the voice connection associated with the sender and an additional 
voice connection associated with the additional sender" 

The closest art of record teaches: 

Ludwiq et al. (Pub. No. 2007/0168426): 

Ludwig teaches a system a video conference system that permits multiple users 
connected on a computer network, to have a voice communication and being able to 
share and navigate/annotate an audio/video (A/V) file (video content, screenshots, 
multimedia documents, etc, [0055]-[0057]; [0167]; [0186]). There is a database where it 
is established which ports are assigned for audio/video services or data services, once 
a user is identified, ([0134]-[0138]; [0142]-[0143]), and using the port designated for 
calls, a physical voice communication is established between caller and callee, ([0142]- 
[0145]; [0150]). Additionally, Ludwig teaches that video conferencing, which includes file 
sharing, can be put on hold and switch the communication with another user on another 
video conference and share another file ([0268]-[0274]). On the other hand, Ludwig fails 
to teach "determining a recipient data network address based on an association 
between the recipient data network address and recipient's voice communication 
network addres s, the data network address being uniquely associated with a CATV 
subscriber channel of the recipient" . 
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Although the following references were not part of the previous Office Actions, 
the examiner believes necessary to cite them and mal<e them part of the record: 

Abecassis (Patent No. 6,553.178): 

Abecassis teaches a video delivery system that permits the subscribers to 
receive besides video content, video conferencing data when a person is calling (Fig. 
14; col. 18 lines 38-51; col. 51 line 26-col. 52 line 27; col. 53 line 50-col. 54 Iine53). 
Although video data could be transmitted over the television system during an 
established communication, Abecassis is silent that the data is a file and that it is 
downloaded (stored) at a CATV server, and that it can be manipulated using a 
telephone dual-tone multi-frequency commands. Additionally, Abecassis is silent on 
"determining a recipient data network address based on an association between tlie 
recipient data network address and recipient's voice communication network address^ 
the data network address being uniquely associated with a CATV subscriber channel of 
the recipient" . In other words, Abecassis fails to teach having channels for recipient 
users uniquely associated to their data network address. 

Asmussen (Patent No. 7.568.210): 

Asmussen teaches a system that permits storing virtual objects on the CATV 
headend. These virtual objects could be dynamic/static objects that will be inserted in 
the broadcast content and sent to the users (col. 5 lines 18-49). These objects are sent 
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to specific groups of users based on collected monitoring data or any other criterion, i.e. 
demograpliic characteristics (col. 9 line 17-col. 10 line 65). On the other hand, 
Asmussen fails to teach that said files are sent from a subscriber to another one during 
a voice communication. Asmussen further fails to teach "determining a recipient data 
network address based on an association between tlie recipient data networl< address 
and recipient's voice communication networii addres s, tlie data network address being 
uniquely associated witli a CATV subscriber cliannel oftlie recipient" . In other words, 
Abecassis fails to teach having channels for recipient users uniquely associated to their 
data network address.
